STATISTICS 


Contained in a Bulletin Just Issued 
By the Government— East 
Liver­ 
pool’s Unique Position Among the 
Manufacturing Cities of America. 


That the city of East Liverpool is 
among the most 
progressive in the 
state and far ahead of any other city 
having a population equal to or with­ 
in a reasonable proportion is shown 
conclusively by the Ohio manufactur­ 
ing statistics given in a government 
census bulletin just issued. 
The re­ 
port was prepared and compiled by 
Henry J. Abrams, of this city, who 
labored arduously on it for several 
months and no doubts can be enter­ 
tained as to its accuracy. 
From the report the following was 
ascertained: 
In the city there is in­ 
vested in manufacturing concerns $5,- 
056,198; in manufacturing buildings, 
ft.279.063; in machinery, tools and 
implements, 1865.271, and the 
cash 
< xpended yearly for repairs, 
equip­ 
ment, etc., 
amounts 
to $2 31 1.731. 
while the total amount expended in 
salaries is $2,443,123. 
Of this latter 
amount $293,185 is paid to officials 
an i clerks, and the remainder. $2.- 
15&jff> Foes Into the pockets of the 
wags earners. 
Comparing the report with I hose of 
Massillon. Marietta. Steubenville and 
many other cities ranging in popula­ 
tion from 10,000 to 20,000, it is found 
that East Liverpool ranks far ahead 
of them all and from the present pros­ 
pects it will exceed in rank cities of 
double its population within the next 
few years. 
According to the report Wellsville 
also makees a favorable showing, al­ 
though on a scale not quite so large. 
The amount of money 
invested 
in 
manufacturing concerns there is $1,- 
233.863. 
This partially includes the 
railroad shops. 
The amount in ma­ 
chinery, etc., is $469,994; in buildings, 
$237,336, and the yearly expenditure 
for running expenses, salaries not in­ 
cluded, is $413,023. The salaries paid 
to officials and clerks amount to $59.- 
400 and to wage earners $511,964. 
In East Liverpool there are of nfti 
vials and clerks 294 and 
of 
wage 
earners 4.470. 
In Wellsville of the 
former there are 66 and of the latter 
969.. Tho potteries in each city 
of 
course 
employ the 
majority of the 
men, and that these industries put 
in circulation at least $4,000,000 per 
year will be a surprise to many. 
The report says that East Liver 
pool is unique in the United States, 
in that its industrial activity is con- 
lined almost entirely to the manufac 
ture of pottery ware. 
Of the wage 
earners it states that 87.4 per cent 
are employed in the potteries.

IMPURE BAKING POWDER SEIZED 


The New York Board of Health Find 
It Contains Alum And Rock, De­ 
clare It Dangerous to Health 
And Dump It Into 
the 
River. 
The New York papers report that 
the Health Department of that 
city 
has 
seized as dangerous to health 
nearly two tons of cheap mixtures 
sold for baking powder, and dumped 
them into the offal scow to be de­ 
stroyed. 
More of the powder 
was 
found in a Sixth 
avenue department 
stor*. The report of the analysis oi 
the Health Department stated that it 
was “an alum baking powder” con­ 
taining alum and pulverized rook. 
The different 
Health 
Authorities 
seem to have different ways of re­ 
pressing the sale of bad baking pow­ 
ders. 
In England they have 
prose­ 
cuted the grocers under the general 
law and broken up the traffic 
In Mis­ 
souri th*e sale of alum baking powder 
is actually prohibited by law. In New 
York they seize the unwholesome stuff 
and cast it into the river, without any 
discussion. The latter way is certain­ 
ly effective. 
The alum' baking powders are 
us­ 
ually offered at a low price, ten to 
twenty cents a pound, or with 
some 
piize, as a temptation to the 
house­ 
wife. 
Consumers can protei t themselves 
by buying only 
high grade 
baking 
powder of established name and repu­ 
tation. Do not be tempted by the gro­ 
cer to take something else as "just as 
good” or “our own brand,” for the 
trials show that the grocer himself is 
often deceived by unscrupulous mak­ 
ers and is gelling an 
alum 
powder 
without knowing it. 
There are several good powders on 
the market; lot the housekeeper in-1 
sist on having what she knows 
is 
right, and not lie induced to risk the j 
life of tho family for an imaginary 
saving of a few cents.

store. 
The report of th*' analysis OI 
tho Health Department stated that it 
was "an alum baking powder" con­ 
taining alum and pulverized rock. 
The different 
Health 
Authorities 
seem to have different ways of re­ 
pressing the sale of bad baking pow­ 
ders 
in England they have 
prose­ 
cuted the grocers under the general 
law and broken up the traffic 
In Mis­ 
souri the sale of alum baking powder 
is actually prohibited by law. in New 
York they seize the unw holesom e stuff 
and cast it into the river, without any 
discussion. The latter way is certain ­ 
ly effective.

price, ten to! 
twenty cents a pound, or with

piize, as a tem ptation to th*' 
house-1 
wife.

IMPURE BAKING POWOER SEIZED 


The New York Board of Health Find 
It Contains Alum And Rock, De­ 
clare It Dangerous to Health 
And Dump It Into 
the 
River. 
The N* \v York papers report that 
the Health Department of lhat 
city 
has 
seized as dangerous to health 
nearly two tons 
of cheap mixtures 
sold for baking powder, and dumped 
them into the offal scow to be de­ 
stroyed. 
More of the powder 
was 
found in a Sixth 
avenue department 
store . The report of the analysis oi 
the Health Department stated that it 
was 
an alum baking powder" con­ 
taining alum and pulverized reek. 
The different 
Health 
Authorities 
seem to have different way* of re­ 
pressing the sale of bad baking pow­ 
ders. 
In England they have 
prose­ 
cuted the grocers under the general 
law and broken up the traffic 
In Mis­ 
souri th*e sale of alum baking powder 
is actually prohibited by law. In New 
York they seize the unwholesome stuff 
and cast it into the river, without any 
discussion. The latter way is certain­ 
ly effective. 
The alum baking powders are 
us­ 
ually ottered at a low price, ten to 
twenty rents a pound, or with 
some 
piize, as a temptation to the 
house­ 
wife. 
Consumers can protect themselves 
by buying only 
high-grade 
baking 
powder of established name and repu­ 
tation. Do not be tempted by the git)-1 
cer to take something else as ' just as 
good" or "our own brand," for the 
trials show that the grocer himself Is 
often deceived by unscrupulous m ak­
